Reds Fall Back Under Nazi Blows

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S 
INCE the dawn of history men 
hare engaged from time to 
time in bloody battle on the rocky 
shores of the little islands of the 
Aegean sea, cither to capture them 
or, haring achieved that feat, to 
hold them against the enemy. 
One would think that these erup­ 
tions on the face of the waters 
were 
endowed 
with 
priceless 
wealth instead of being mainly bar­ 
ren volcanic upheaval. 
Some of the biggest have had 
their merits and have been devel 
ope#, 
but most of them 
have 
served merely as homes for fish 
ermen. 
Still the battle of the Aegean 
islands goes on. The Germans have 
stormed Leros in the Dodecanese 
group by air and by sea and have 
wrested it from the British and 
Italians after a fierce 
five-day 
struggle. 
Small Cos, SO miles south of 
Leros, likewise fell to the Hitler­ 
ites about three weeks ago. 
Why such an expenditure of 
men and materiel for a handful of 
rocky islands?

I 
F you will glance at your maps 
of the Near East the story is 
there plain enough. Taken as a 
whole, these islands have great 
strategic importance in relation to 
the Near East, the Balkans and 
even to the greatest battle of all 
time which is being waged along 
the Russo-German front 
They have yet another value, and 
that’s psychological, for they lie 
dose to Turkey and their posses­ 
sion by the Hitlerites is calculated 
to give the Turks grim ^warning not 
to challenge Germany’s strength 
by giving eld to the Allies. 
Note first on you? maps th»4Rg 
Mediterranean 
island at 
Crete, 
which stretches Uhs a watch-dog 
across the mouth of the Aegean. 
Then as you go north Into the 
Aegean there are the Italian Dode­ 
canese Islands on the right and 
the Greek Cyclades on the left. Be­ 
yond these are still others, until 
the whole sea is choked with them 
He who holds these islands con 
trois the Aegean—a fact which is 
doubly important because this is 
the only water route to the Black 
sea. And it’s Hitler who now pos­ 
sesses all the important islands, 
including Crete, with the exception 
of Samos. 
Na t u r a l l y one of the first 
quesUons that arise is why the 
Allies, having got their foothold in 
the Italian Dodecanese when Italy 
collapsed, now should be thrown 
out by thd Nazis. 
Well, that’s a hot question which 
likely will irk the Allied high com 
mend. The loss presumably way 
due to lack of air coverage, the 
main Allied bases being far away, 
but whether this handicap of dis 
tance should have been overcome 
is a point which somebody undoubt­ 
edly will have to answer on the 
carpet. 
Certainly this exhibition of Nazi 
strength is a warning that Hitler 
still is very dangerous. 
You’d think that the fuehrer had 
trouble enough on his hands up 
in Russia without bothering with 
pin head islands in the Aegean. But 
it’s precisely because he is in such 
great difficulties up north that he’s 
clinging so fiercely to the islands. 


A 
CTUALLY these islands are in 
direct protection for the grave 
^endangered German right flank 
up in the Dnieper region. This is 
so for two vital reasons: 
(1) The islands effectively block 
Invasion of the Balkans via the 
Aegean and Hitler dare not allow 
the Balkans to collapse until he 
has pulled his battle-line clear back 
into Poland, past the entrance to 
the Balkan peninsula. 
(2) The blocking of the Aegean 
and the Dardanelles prevents the 
Allies from giving Russia the vast 
aid which would be possible if the 
Black sea were open to them. 
Of course, even if the Aegean 
were clear of the enemy, the Allies 
still would have to get Turkey’s 
permission before sending ships 
through the Dardanelles into the 
otherwise land-locked Black sea. 
One of the things that Hitler 
fears most is that the Turks will 
grant the Allies air bases and 
throw the Dardanelles open 
to 
them. 
Of course, access to the Darda­ 
nelles would be of use only when 
the Germans bad been cleared out 
of the Aegean. However, that Job 
can be done when the Allies tackle 
it in force, the present setbacks 
notwithstanding.

MOSCOW, Nov. IS — Confronted 
with etiff counter-attacks, adverse 
weather conditions and difficult 
terrain, the Red army has given np 
ground in the Ukraine for the first 
time since it began it* successful 
offensive four months ago. 
The withdrawn)" was executed 
Wednesday in the Zhitomir-Koro- 
styshev sector at the tip of the 
Red army’s salient west of Kiev 
and came on the I n of the first 
anniversary of the launching of 
the Great Soviet counteroffensive 
at Stalingrad Nov.18, 1942. 
The retreat followed a aeries of 
heavy Nazi counterattacks south 
east of Zhitomir and in the Faptov 
sector, in which masses of tanks 
and infantry were used in an at­ 
tempt to slice off the bulge In the 
Soviet front. A Russian communl 
que aald tbs drive cost the Ger­ 
mans 1,500 casualties and 80 tanka 
and troop carriers. 
Nazis Throw In 180,000 Men 
(Advices from London said the 
Germans were reported to have 
thrown at least 150,000 troops into 
the Zhitomir connter-asaanlt.) 
The depth of the withdrawal was 
not given in the Russian communi­ 
que. 
Moscow military observers, how 
ever, believe tbs withdrawal was 
ast on 'n largo acale. 
They explained that a light, mo­ 
bile eolnma at tanka and motorised 
infantry had Md tho Russian drive 
through Koroetyshev end Zhitomir 
and that the bulk of the Red army 
forest was not able to maintain 
the pace.

Ukrainian army, which carried out 
the retreat, hee been one of the 
fastest moving Russian units in 
the present offensive. 
Other Red Force* Rush Forward 
While the tip end left flank of 
the Kiev salient sagged slightly 
under the enemy pressure, other 
Red army forces pushed forward 
Mi the right flank toward the 
strategic rail junction city of Kor­ 
osten to the north. 
The Russians captured the towns 
of Nerodichi, 28 miles northeast 
of Korosten, and Chernobil, 50 
miles east of Narodlchi near the 
Junction of the Prlpet and Dnieper 
rivers. 
The Germen garrison in Korea 
ten thus is threatened from the 
south, east and north but la fight­ 
ing stubbornly to hold that valu 
able communications and supply 
center, 
dispatches said. 
The width of’ the Kiev bridge­ 
head, however, left the Red army 
with ample space to adjust Its po' 
sltions and to strike out anew from 
internal 
lines 
against scattered 
German opposition.

Ban, But Fears That Veto 


Couldn’t Be Erased

WASHINGTON, Nov. IS — The 
row over food subsidies blew the 
whole question, of inflation wide 
open on Capitol Hill today. 
The situation la this: 
1.—-Tho house and senate ap­ 
parently are geared to banal o f 
subsidies — government payments 
to producers intended to hold down 
retail food costa. 
2.—Each branch expects- Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt to veto the meea- 
ure that contains tbs subsidy pro­ 
hibition end high spokesmen agree 
they do not have enough votes to 
override that veto. 
S.—Meanwhile, the subsidy ques­ 
tion is being seised upon by both 
aides ae a prime argument over 
Inflation. Administration backers 
say without subsidies prices will 
go up and inflation will ba bara. 
Opponents argue that the sub­ 
sidies themselves are inflationary. 
Other Discussions Due 
There appears but little doubt 
tho house will pass next Monday 
a twin-pronged measure to give 
the Commodity Credit Corp. a new 
lease on life but to prohibit use of 
government funds for subsidies.

No Sure Cures 
I 
N the forthcoming debate in congress on farm 
price subsidies, a dangerous illusion will bs 
presented to the American public. 
The Roosevelt administration takes the posi­ 
tion that unless subsidies are authorized, the re­ 
sult will be runaway inflstion. Subsidies will bs 
proposed as the alternative to inflation, 
Subsidy opponents claim that unless the pro­ 
posal Is defeated, the result will be an acute 
shortage of foodstuffs. They will argue thai the 
alternative to subsidlea Is not inflation, but a 
satisfactory condition for agriculture, with no un­ 
favorable effects for auyone else. 
Neither side will admit what obviously Is the 
trutb—that .subsidies are uot going to halt war­ 
time inflation and that the lack of substdlea is 
not goiug to solve that problem, either. In their 
mutual fervor for beating down the other side's 
argument, they inevitably will mislead the pub­ 
lic into believing in sure cures when no sure 
cures exist. 
Meanwhile, the salient point of the farm price 
subsidy issue continues to be neglected. It can­ 
not be proved by anything in national experience 
that the net effect of payiug faint price sub­ 
sidies out of public funds for the sake of holding 
the line against Inflation would be anything but 
that much added to the public cost of the war; 
the line will continue to yield as It has been 
yielding whenever it becomes more expedient as 
public policy to fall back than to stand pat.

When the armed services were 
confronted with the problem of 
training their perionnel for spe­ 
cialized duty, it was natural that 
Ohio — ranking second among 
states of ths nation in its number 
of colleges 
and 
unlvsrsltias -* 
should beoome an Important train 
int ground. 
No contingent ha# 
been 
too 
small, nor is any detachment too 
largo, or assignment to a school 
Numbers of trainees vary from 
•even Civilian Pilot Trainees at 
tiny Bluffton college to 3,000 Army 
Specialized Training Program men 
at Ohio State university. 
TYPES of training offered vary 
from the simplest pre-induc­ 
tion courses to ths most special­ 
ised professional curricula and th# 
length of the oourses ranges from 
four weeks to three years. 
Among 
the 
campus - stationed 
service units art branches of ths 
army, navy and marines—Includ­ 
ing WACS, WAVEB and SPARS. 
There ere pre-flight groups, fly­ 
ing detachments and meteorology 
trainees, as well as units study­ 
ing medicine, veterinary medicine, 
dentistry, engineering, foreign lan­ 
guages, 
occupational 
administra­ 
tion, scientific courses emphasis­ 
ing chemistry and physics, radio 
and communications, physical edu­ 
cation and finances. 
In addition, there are groups 
studying “general’’ courses (Eng­

Shadow Of A Doubt 
f N att article written for the OWI to express 
* her personal views ou peace alms, Eleanor 
Roosevelt lists, among other things, a common 
language “so that no matter where one finds 
oneself In the future. It will be possible for In­ 
dividuals to exchange Ideas and suspicion need 
never exist." 
Necessity, it may be imagined, will continue to 
spur man's ingenuity in the matter of exchang­ 
ing ideas. One thinks of thousands of Pacific 
islanders who are learning how lo understand 
Americans at this moment, and vice versa. One 
thinks of what is going ou wherever civilized 
men have carried their war to remote places. 
One thinks of Algiers, where observers say the 
French are beginning to be irritated by Ameri­ 
can troops. And of Guadalcanal, where English- 
speaking Japanese addressed United States ma­ 
rines in their vernacular. Also of Norway, where 
Norwegian - speaking 
German 
fifth 
columnists 
helped in the invasion. 
The possibility of a common language creates 
a new horizon, but it also creates some doubts. 
The United States and Britain have a common 
language, aud it has been of Inestimable value 
ta the free exchange of ideas.

—Washington In Wartime— 
Baruch Gives Hope To Business 


His Appointment A s Head Of Post-War Adjustment Committee Is Encouraging

OBSERVERS see behind the ap­ 
pointment 
of 
Bernard 
M. 
Baruch, as chairman of the new 
war and post-war adjustment com­ 
mittee, one of the most Important 
home front political moves that the 
President 
has 
made 
in 
recent 
months—a move to halt any migra­ 
tion of business, big or small, from 
the Democratic fold. 
This fit* into the whole picture 
of attempt# lately to strengthen 
the relationship between the ad­ 
ministration and business. Not long 
ago, there was an important confer­ 
ence with the President of business 
leaders and war mobilisation offi­ 
cial*. 
Several 
big 
industrialists 
and 
representatives of the U. 8. Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and the National 
Association of Manufacturers were 
preeent No public announcement 
wae made, but the smiles worn by 
the business leaders when they 
emerged was proof that it wa* 
eminently satisfactory. 
It is reported that tile President 
praised business for its contribu­ 
tion to the war effort. It is said 
also that he urged eves closer co­ 
operation 
with government and 
that he informed the businessmen 
that the White House doors would 


be wide open to them from now on 
In working out the problems of 
continued production and more im­ 
portantly of readjustment wben 
peace comes. 
The appointment of Baruch, ob­ 
servers say, was proof that he 
wasn’t spoofing. Baruch’s economic 
views are well known. He is him­ 
self the product of and a strong 
believer In 
free enterprise. 
Al­ 
though, years ago. after the First 
World war, he authored the famous 
M-day plan which was not only 
this country’s but also Germany’s 
baals for mobilization of industry 
for war, he’s a firm advocate of 
minimum governmental controls of 
business in peace time. 
Placing Baruch in the saddle, 
these observers say, is the Presi­ 
dent’s way of saying positively that 
there will be no riding rough-shod 
over business, when peace comes 
nor any perpetuation of present 
controls. 
Here’s why: 
Except in the instance of the rub­ 
ber report, Barucb never hag been 
more than an unofficial adviser. 
The best he could do was complain 
publicly lf his recommendationa 
were not carried out. 
Given official status as chairman 
of the readjustment committee, it’s 


a cinch that he will bring in a re­ 
port before the 1944 elections out­ 
lining the pattern for continued war 
production and finally the demobil­ 
ization of industry. It’s certain that 
whatever plan he draws will meet 
with the approval of business. 
Then 
for 
the 
administration 
(which is the Democratic party 
leadership) to ignore those recom­ 
mendations would be to commit 
politioal hara-kiri, so far as the 
nation'* 
businessmen 
are 
con­ 
cerned. 
Coupled 
with political 
effects 
is the fact that Baruch’s appoint­ 
ment is almost certain to speed 
war production. That’s because he 
will have the say in drafting con­ 
tract renegotiation and termination 
policies, which is one of the most 
pressing matters now before in­ 
dustry. 
Fear that they will be left out 
on a limb ae th* need for war sup­ 
plies decreases or comes to an end. 
has kept a lot of Industrialists from 
going all out for war material pro­ 
duction. 
Aa a matter of fact, the appoint­ 
ment of the 70-odd-year-old Baruch, 
who likes to hold his important 
conferences on a bench In Lafay­ 
ette park across from the White 
House, was a pretty happy move 
ail around. 
Paradise Has Its Drawbacks

ONOLULU — Paradise has Its 
drawbacks, 
and anyhow it 
Isn’t Iowa. 
In a sentence, that is the quickly 
discernible attitude of thousands 
of soldiers, sailors and marines 
who have what looks on the sur­ 
face like some of the best duty 
in this far-flung war. 
These are the men who are de­ 
fending Hawaii or who come in 
from ships to spend their shore 
leavea here. And it is not argumen­ 
tative to say that almost to a man 
they are homesick, like servicemen 
everywhere. 
There is little which all of them 
have in common except duty in 
hot country. Some are quartered 
almost In the center of Honolulu, 
guarding docks or manning guns. 
Others have their posts at places 
no more 
intereating than cane 
fields in the most remote parts of 
this or other Hawaiian Islands. 
Some of them get In only once in 
months of sea duty. 
But once here, they all do the 
same things. They Jam the loft 


downtown Honolulu. 
They 
rush 
for famous Waikiki to swim or 
simply to walk the streets. 
In complete boredom, many of 
them 
simply 
ride 
the 
trolley 
busses. 
To the considerable dis­ 
pleasure of Honolulu civilians who 
depend on the busses to get from 
homes to offices and back again, 
THERE are by comparisons to 
most foreign posts, plenty of 
girls here; but most of them are 
Orientals. The population of young 
white women la not nearly large 
enough to offer companionship for 
most of the servicemen. 
Service clubs and centers are 
plentiful. There is a huge new 
recreation 
center 
in 
downtown 
Honolulu, occupying the quarters 
of what was a large JapaneSe de­ 
partment and art store. 
The Red Cross, the USO and 
other organizations maintain any 
number of other centers of one 
kind or another in addition to the 
normal tourist facilities of Oahu. 
Generally, there is surprisingly 
little friction between the armed 
forces and the civilians—consider- 
drlnk counters and reatauranta of I ing that many men fresh from dif­ 


ficult battles come here and notice 
Immediately that the majority of 
the people of Honolulu streets are 
Orientals;

RH APS the most common com­ 
plaint among soldiers Is the 
lack of action. Although uavy men 
based here have taken part in all 
sorts of battles moat of the foot 
solider* 
and 
artillerymen

never have seen the enemy. 
(Only last Saturday, however, Lt. 
Gen. Robert C. Richardson Jr., com­ 
manding army forces in Hawaii, 
indicated his belief action likely 
will come at Pearl Harbor within 
the next four months.) 
So they complain about lack of 
mail from home, spend their time 
walking the streets when they are 
in town, look enviously at the few 
soldiers or civilians who manage 
dates in the afternoons and early 
evenings. 
And constantly they talk about 
going home. For despite their beau 
tiful Hawaiian tan. they are like 
soldiers everywhere. They want to 
fight or go home—and they prefer 
the latter. 


4-F’s Prove Worth 
NEW DELHI, India—A bunch of 
American 4-F's In this theater 
are proving they can go to the 
wars, too—and be mighty useful.

It’s these targets against innumerable Allied 
lives! When the deadline limit is reached, the plans agreed upon at the Moscow conference call for 
the beginning of ground Invasion when "the hour strikes . Much depends on the ability of American air 
forces to carry out daylight precision bombing attacks. Centers of fighter plane production are high 
lighted in the raid plans and it is estimated that success would reduce German fighter strength to less 
than a thousand planes.

Hence, he said, each nation s 
own primary Interest requires it 
to cooperate with the others in 
these common interests, which he 
described as "indispensable”.

He laid particular stress on the

Nov. 18—The state fire 
protection program has been ex 
tended to cover all of southern Co­ 
lumbiana county during the fire 
ha sa rd season, when permits will 
be required for burning over lands 
or to start any outside fires.

Farmers Given Help 
On Income Tax Forms 
^ Thg Vgwtgm 
LISBON, Nov. 18—Three fourths 
of the farmers of Columbians 
county will be required to file in­ 
come tax returns for 1943, accord­ 
ing to John Strausbaugh, assistant 
county agent, who announced to­ 
day that five county men attended 
a training school recently at Cadis 
and will assist farmers who make 
returns. 
Just because a farmer bas to 
file a return does not mean he will 
have tax to pay. 
The law defi­ 
nitely states that any farmer who 
Is married and has a gross Income 
of $1,200 or more must file a re­ 
turn. The gross Income is the to­ 
tal amount of money taken In dur­ 
ing the year with no deductions 
for expenses of any kind. 
This 
certainly will Include practically 
every farmer,” Mr. Strausbaugh de* 
dared. 
On Sept. 15 non-farm people bad 
to file an estimated income'with 
the internal revenue department. 
Fanners who derive 80 percent or 
more of their income from the 
farm were exempt from this esti­ 
mate hut are required to make an 
estimated return by Dec. 15. 
On 
or before this date the fanner will 
have to estimate his gross Income, 
his deductible expenses, and sub­ 
tract from this the amount of tax 
paid In 1942. The difference will 
have to be paid by Dec. 15. This is 
different than leat year when none 
had to be paid until March 15. 
There Is a penalty for filing an 
estimated return after Dec. 15 or 
not filing an estimate at all. 
The five men from Columbiana 
county who attended the training 
school to acquaint themselves with 
the various forms and the require­ 
ments of the new law were: 
W. H. Matthews, Salem; Clar­ 
ence Crosser, Lisbon; Guy Frantx, 
Lisbon;

In addition to filing the esti­ 
mated return on Dec. 15, a com­ 
plete return similar to last year’s 
will have to he filed by March 16.

OUNG people, especially whee 
th ay get along in their teens. 
have an Itch to take part In the 
work of the world. Right after 
Pearl Harbor, it was maddening to 
be told, lf you were a child, that 
since you “couldn’t do anything 
about the war anyway,’* you had 
better “settle down and work hard­ 
er than ever at school.” 
It is true that in wartime chil­ 
dren, like other civilians, must go

on with much ot their regular 
routine, but it doesn’t really fill 
the bUl. 
Indeed 
youngsters 
today 
are 
selling chances for working and 
earning. They flock to vacation 
jobs in farms and factories. They 
don’t wait for vacations. In many 
areas, 
high-school 
students 
are 
beselged 
with 
offers 
of 
good 
wages In war plants during free 
time—and they go. 
Home lessons are learned when 
and if there is a spare moment. 
The child’s center of interest shifts 
from study to work. In many 
places, the school will arrange a 
child’s classes to dovetail conven­ 
iently 
with -factory hours. The 
wages of a high school boy are In 
some instances higher than the 
salary of the school principal. 
"There ought to be a law against 
it," some will say. Such high wages 
seem out of all relation to a child’s 
real abilities; he is being exploited 
at the expense of an education de­ 
signed to fit him for life under 
more normal conditions. 
In many cases this will be true. 
Certainly youngsters will undoubt-

edly best serve their own and the 
nation’s interests by continuing 
an education that genuinely In 
creases their usefulness. But for 
others and perhaps the majority, 
this is true in only a limited 
sense. 
Most of us grow best and learn 
best when faced with practical 
responsibility. Now that we have 
spent half a century enacting child 
labor laws designed to keep chil­ 
dren In school, it looks as of we 
should now spend a similar period 


contriving a closer relation be­ 
tween book-work, and practical 
work, of giving youth experience 
in jobs that will not exploit but 
educate, which will not tear down 
character but build it up. 
It would be tragic to ignore the 
signs which boys and girls have 
given us and to learn nothing 
from their wartime behavior about 
their peacetime needs.

Tips On How 
To Keep Well

Contagious diseases are all se­ 
rious—! mmunlty Weare out. 


**T SHOULD like to know why 
I children get contagious dis­ 
eases like measles all the time and 
adults never do.” 
I wonder why I never got asked 
that Question before, or why I was 
not smart enough to think of an 
swerlng It on my own responsl 
butty. Because It is one of the 
great facte of life. 
Immunity 
to most 
contagious 
diseases is dissolved In a fluid mix­ 
ture! It Is In the mother’s blood 
and while she Ie carrying her baby, 
it seeps into tbs baby’s blood. 
Therefore, s baby up to about a 
year old ie just aa much protected 
aa an adult 
Immunity Wears Out 
But the immunity wears out. And 
then comes* the period of measles, 
mumps, whooping cough and scar­ 
let fever. After the immunity ac­ 
quired from the mother is gone, It 
takes very little exposure to cause 
contagion. 
Measloe is tho most contagious 
disease on earth. Apparently just 
a wind blowing from an infected 
person to a non-in footed person 
is enough. Scarlet fever is the 
least contagious of all the child­ 
hood disease*. 
If yon want to prove this, take a 
class of chUdren about ton and ask 
every one who has had measles to 
raise the hand. Practically every 
one will go ap. Then ask for scar­ 
let fever cases. Only about five 
oat of twenty will go np. 
Doesn’t Fever Protection 
I am not in favor of protecting 
children from measles. At about 
the age of four, lf he hasn’t had it 
yet, I weald take a youngster for 
mn afternoon to play with a full­ 
blown case. But I would go out 
of my way to protect him. We saw 
too many serious case* and deaths 
in the army. 
A lot of the boys had bosn raised 
on farms, had never associated 
closely with others, and they came 
down by the droves with measles. 
And they had all the complications 
that kids at borne seldom have-* 
ear Infection, pneumonia and every­ 
thing you can think of. Our death 
rate was higher than from any 
other disease, counting the pneu 
monia secondary to measles, ss 
measles. 
Compared 
to measle*, scarlet 
fever Ie hardly contagious at all. 
And besides it has beau growing 
loss malignant in the past 20 ysars. 
Fifty 
years 
ago 
scarlet 
fever 
charts were a horror to look at, 
but now It is little more than 
bad case of hives There are ex­ 
ceptions, of course, and I would 
always treat it with respect, but 
by and large, that statement holds. 
Mumps Ars Serious 
Never treat mumps and whoop­ 
ing cough with contempt They are 
serious diseases and should so be 
regarded. Mumps may make a boy 
sterile for life and whooping cough 
may go Into tho worst form of 
pneumonia. 
On# thing about all these dis 
esses—lf you have them in child 
bood, you are all over them. They 
never return. There la only one 
exception — whooping cough. If 
little Elmer has a bad cough and 
grandpa has a had cough too, the 
chances are grandpa has whooping 
cough. 
We have no artificial Immunity 


to nae in the form of injections for 
measles and mumps. And our Im­ 
munity serum to scarlet fever and 
whooping cough Is not sufficiently 
good that I would care to recom­ 
mend it very strongly. 
So I stick to my idea of getting 
them all naturally when you are 
young and your juices are strong. 
But mothers should not treat 
them lightly. They are all serious 
and require the most careful nurs­ 
ing. Nothing is “just” a case of 
measles.

In an effort to slow current heavy 
marketing of bogs, the war food 
administration 
Wednesday 
lifted 
for 90 days the restrictions on the 
number of pounds of home-slaugh 
tared pork and lard that may be 
sold or given to persons not living 
on the farmer’s property. 
While there never has been s 
restriction on farm slaughter of 
hogs, the government ha* limited 
the amount of pork and lard that 
could be delivered by a farmer to 
others living off bls farm. 
"The restrictions on delivery of

and 
lard 
were removed in order to open an­ 
other channel for disposal of the 
largest hog crop ever known in 
the United States.” WFA said. 
H WF A also renewed its warning 
that farmers should find out from 
marketing agencies or processors 
whether hogs can be handled be­ 
fore sending them to market.

Grows Cows, Timber 
In Combination 
My IBs Am k U M Frow. 
SUNRISE!, MUS.—J. P. (Print) 
Carter, 75-year-old cattleman of 
this community, raises cows and 
trees in a crop combination unique 
in a region where men long have 
been back-bent before King Cot­ 
ton. 
His 2.052 acres of cultivated 
young timber have been described 
by a timber cruising crew of 
state forestry experts as "the 
finest we’ve ever seen,” and herds 
of white face cattle graslng the 
forest lands have made Carter one 
of the most successful men in this 
area—bow successful, he says, "is 
strictly my business” 
"Cows and timber," Carter says, 
"go hand in hand. The cattle keep 
the 
thick undergrowth tromped 
and Mten down, letting the tender 
young grass get started In the 
spring. The cows eat the grass 
from around the baby trees, let­ 
ting them grow. The big trees offer 
the cattle shade in the sim m er and 
shelter in the winter." 
Of this model timber growth 
Oerter says: 
"I’m tickled over this timber as 
b little boy with a pair of rad 
shoes. I’m In It every day. If i’m 
not walking amongst my pines 
I’m riding amongst them. It ain’t 
work like plowing and hoeing and 
grabbing and sweating and praying 
for rain. Ifs fun watching this 
timber grow. . , ." 
And manpower shortages mean 
nothing to Carter. "Land," be says, 
"and the timber and cattle It pro­ 
duces are what I love. I lived and 
slaved nearly threequarters of a 
century -belord* I realised that land 
would make a living for a man 
without bim trying to scratch cot­ 
ton and peas out of it."
